„June 15.—[Special.]—Dr. Will- 
lam R. H Lrper, President of the University 
of Chicago} arrived here on the Augusta Vic- 
toria this dvening from a two months’ visit 
abroad. Vith President Harper during his 
European ‘travels were Charles R. Crane. 
Charles L. Hutchinson, treasurer of the uni- 
versity, and Martin A. Ryerson, President of 
the Board #f Directors of the university. Mr. 
and Mrs. Welter H. Wilson and Miss Wilson 
of Chicago, who were returning from an ex- 
tended tour of Europe, came over on the 
Augusta Victoria with Dr. Harper. 

President Harper was enthusiastic over the 
results of his trip, as it was made especially 
in the interest of the university and at the 
solicitatiom-of Mr. Crane, who endowed about 
a year aga the chair of hussian history, lit- 
erature, afid art in the institution. The trip 
was for the purpose of obtaining the best 
talent in the Czar’s empire to give lectures 
on these subjects, and by the interest mani- 
fested by the Russian Emperor and the great 
educators in ‘his country in the movement 
Dr. Harper sdid the new course should prove 
one of the most interesting in the university. 

Dr. Harper | 
York on April 16, and after spending a few 
days in Londdn proceeded to Vienna, thence 
to Krakow, and a stop was made at Kreiff, 
the place in Russia where the Christian re- 
ligion was firgt established. At Moscow the 
great university was inspected, and thence 
to St. Petersburg. 


Audience with the Czar. 

Here the party was received by United 
States Ambaßsador Tower, who, learning 
the mission of the Americans, became much 
interested and through his efforts the visitors 
obtained an audience with the Czar. 

“The Russian Emperor,” said Dr. Harper, 
“received us most cordially and entered 
thoroughly into the plan. We outlined the 
purpose of the course proposed and I was 


*somewhat surprised to learn that the Czar 


was far bettir informed on American in- 
stitutions. and affairs than many nearer 
home. The Russian Minister of Education 
was called intè the meeting, and the various 
professors of the Emperor's institutions of 
learning who were believed to be best adapt- 
ed to the ere of the occasion were taken 
up one by one and each one's fitness for the 
work .was thoroughly weighed. 

„ The main point, of course, was to 449000 
those Wc who could speak English. 
Before the interview ended- we had about

The progress of negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the labor troubles came to a sudden 
halt yesterday with the refusal of the con- 
tractors to consider the union delegates’ 
plan for the elimination of the sympathetic 
strike and the subsequent adjournment of 
the caucus of the labor representatives who 
had participated in the joint conference with 
representatives of the Building Contractors’ 
council. The Building Trades council held a 
prolonged session in the evening, at which 
the failure of negotiations was earnestly 
discussed, but adjourned at 1 o'clock this 
morning without having nn any 
definite line of action. 

According to the e of Pres- 
ident Carroll, the members of the Build- 


ing Trades council unanimously approved 


the plan of arbitration suggested by the 


Caucus to the Building Contractors’ council, 


and the request for another conference at 
which there there should be no members or 
officers of that organization. 

I am just as firmly convinced as the dele- 


gates, said President Carroll, “that a set- 


tlement can de reached through a conference 
with representatives of the employers’ as- 
sociations who are not members of the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council. The members of 
the Executive committee of the Contractors’ 
council are open to the same criticism that 
has been made against the officials of the 
Building Trades council. and we want the 
rank and file of the contractors to treat with 
the rank and file of the unions. They could

WAIT TO HEAR FROM CONGER 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—{Special. 1 
The possibility that United States troops 
from the Philippines would have to be sent 
to China was today discussed seriously by 
President McKinley and the Cabinet. At 
the meeting is was practically decided, to 
send the Brooklyn and the New Orleans 
from Manila to Taku with 800 marines, and 
if this force proves insufficient the army will 
likely. be called upon. 


Minister Conger and a large number of 
Americans are shut up in Peking and are 
unable to communicate with the outside 
world. They are in great peril. The inter- 
national relief column, now moving from 
Tien Tsin toward the Chinese capital, is 
making slow progress. Other nations have 
dispatched large forces to the sone of dan- 
ger, while the United States is represented 
by a small detachment of marines and blue- 
jackets, The American Consul at Tien Tsin 
has cabled that the city was in control of a 
mob, but he said all foreigners were safe. 

Administration officials now realize that 
the situation in China is extremely grave, 
and in order to protect American interests 
more troops will be sent at once. If the. 
navy cannot supply sufficient numbers sol- 


To Send 800 Marines. 

‘No thought was given to the use of troops 
until.the subject was discussed at the Cab- 
inet meeting today. The President called 
Rear Admiral Crowninshield to the White 
House after the Cabinet had left to ask 
regarding the available naval forces on the 
Asiatic station. It developed that“ the Ore- 
gon, Brooklyn, New Orleans, some of the 
small gunboats, and about 800 marines could 
be sent to reinforce Admiral Kempff.

Pleases Foreign Legations.

‘Washington, D. C., June 15.—Among the 
foreign representatives in Washington the 
information that the United States probably 
would augment its military force in China 
was received with general satisfaction, par- 
ticularly in British and Japanese circles. 

Mr. Nabashima, the Japanese Charge d’ Af- 
'faires, pointed out that the forwarding of a 
large military force by any one of the Euro- 
pean powers would excite suspicion and op- 
position, whereas such a course by the Unit- 
ed States was absolutely above suspicion. 
While no joint request had been made on this 
government to act, yet, he said, the other 
powers would speedily acquiesce in the ac- 
tion and applaud its disinterestedness. 

The Chinese Minister showed the deepest 
interest in the course of the United States 
relative to the dispatch of troops, but in the 
absence of advices from his government indi- 
cating the policy on such movements he did 
not wish to discuss the effect of the action. 
The Peking government is maintaining ab- 
solute silence throughout the agitation. 

The Cabinet meeting today lasted until 
after 1 o'clock. Much of the time was de- 
voted to the discussion of the Chinese sit- 
uation, which is regarded as critical. The 
severance of communication with Peking 
and the failure to hear from Minister Conger 
for sixty hours naturally creates consid- 
erable anxiety. 

Nothing has come to the State department 
from United States Minister Conger at 
Peking since last Tuesday evening. It is 
ominous that nothing has been heard from 
the United States Consul at Chin Kiang 
since his first appeal for the sending of a 
warship to that point, and it may be that he, 
too, has been isolated. The Consul at 
Chefoo is in a better position, for a cablie- 
gram received at the Navy department to- 
day announces the arrival of the gunboat 
Yorktown at that port.

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[Special. I- Prac- 
tically a complete backdown on the part of 
the St. Louis street railway strikers, which 
may mean the dissolution of the union, was 
effected this afternoon when a new propo- 
sition of settlement was made to the Tran- 
sit company,-involving none of the recent 
demands, but petitioning a return to condi-. 


tions existing before the strike. A stampede 


of the strikers from the ranks of the union 
has already begun, and 650 men were rein- 
stated by the Transit company today. The 
reémploying of the old men has gone quietly 
on for several days, and it is said that the 
discovery of this fact by the union leaders 
precipitated the appeal for quarter. 

A mass-meeting of 2,000 strikers was held 
at noon in the West End Coliseum, and the 
Executive committee was instructed to ask 
peace on the basis of the agreement between 


the company and employés in effect March | 


10; to waive the demand for recognition of 
the union; and to ask that the question of re- 
instatement of former employés be submit- . 
ted to arbitration. The action is considered 


the signal of surrender by the union, and the 


eagerness of the strikers to return to work 
was manifested in the instructions received | 
by the Executive committee to come to a 
settlement at once, without nnn 
terms to a mass- meeting. : 


Influenced by Gompers. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Ameri- 

can Federation of Labor, was present at the | 

meeting and was instrumental in the con- 
summation of the proceedings, 

The proposal, which was immediately sent 


to the Transit company, reads as follows: 


“We, the members of Division No. 131. 
Amalgamated Association of Street Railway 
Employés of America, in session assembled, 
hereby authorize our Executive committee 
to submit the following propositions to the 
St. Louls Transit company as a basis of set- 
tlement of our controversy: 

1. An agreement March 10, 1900, except 
as herein modified, is reéstablished. 

“2. No discrimination will be made against 
any employé because he is, or may be- 
come, a member of any union. All employés 
must be entirely free to join any organiza- 
tion. 

“8. Any attempt on the part of any em- 
ployé to induce any other employee, by in- 
timidation or threats, to join or not join 
any union will be cause for the immediate 
discharge of person guilty of such attempt. 

4. Amy attempt to influence any employé 
by any official of the company to join or not 

jain any union shall be cause for deb 
— such official. 

. The company will treat with any com- 
mittee representing the organization regard- 
ing any matter of mutual interest. 

“6. The company will agree that if any 
future differences shall arise between it and 
its employés with respect to terms of this 
agreement, or its application to cases that 
shall hereafter arise which cannot be ad- 
justed amicably between the parties, they 
shall be submitted to arbitration. | 

„7. The question of reinstatement of 
former employés shall be submitted to arbi- 
tration.” 

No Action by Company. 

No meeting of the Transit officials has yet 
been held to consider the overtures of peace 
and no plan of action has been made public.

It is given out on good authority that the 
company has secured the promise of 500 more 
former employés to return to work before 
Monday. In that event it is expected that 
the Transit officials will refuse to consider 
the peace overtures, but refer the union to 
its own abrogation of negotiations last week. 

Though the forces of the strikers have ap- 
parently been defeated by the siege of star- 
vation, the fear of further disturbances and 
mob violence has by no means dissolved into 
thin air. More than 2,000 strikers will prob- 
ably be refused positions by the company.

A Plaus for the Platform. 


Plans for making the platform are all un- 


be by mo means of so cut and dried a char - 
acter as has been frequently anticipated. On 
the contrary, there is a prospect of several 
nice little fights.

Senator Fairbanks has collected the deela- 
rations on the trust question from a number 
of. State platforms and has formulated a 
plank which was submitted to the platform 
conference in Washington last Saturday. It 
adopts the constitutional amendment idea 
somewhat vaguely, but nevertheless is a dec- 
laration against the trusts. Senator Foraker 
has also prepared the draft of a plank which 
declares a constitutional amendment unnec- 
essary, and pledges the party to suppress un- 
lawful and dangerous combinations of capi- 
tal through the medium of direct legislative 
amendments to the Sherman anti-trust law. 
On the form of the trust amendment there 
is likely to be a repetition of the fight at St. 
Louis four years ago. There the compromise 
idea of dodging the issue had to be met and 
beaten. The timid meni in the party councils 
were afraid to make an unequivocal declara- 
tion for the gold standard. The same fight 
will be gone over now. There are those who 
are afraid that a radical declaration against 
the trusts will turn the solid business ele- 


pronounced for a straddle on the question. 
On the other hand, many of the delegates 
from the West, particularly, will declare the 
election of President McKinley will be en-

Fight on Ship Subsidy. 

Another feature of dissension in the plat- 
form is the extent to which the convention 
should go in declaring for the ship subsidy 
scheme. Senator Hanna is, of course, 
heartily in favor of the bill with which his 
name has been connected. He honestly be- 
lieves the ship subsidy scheme will build 
up our merchant marine, and eventually 
become as popular as the protection idea. 

There will be those in the convention who 
believe the best way to build up the mer- 
chant marine is by discriminating duties 
and not by a subsidy. This element will 
fight for a merchant marine plank, which 
will leave the method to Congress. . 

Mr. Hanna will naturally want an indorse- 
ment of the bill which bore his name, and 
‘it is a significant fact that during his stay 
in Philadelphia Mr.Hanna has been the guest 
‘of Mr. Griscom, President of the American 
Line Steamship company. 

On the general subjects of expansion, pro- 
tection, the goyernment of the colonies, the 
Nicaragua Canal, and the financial situa- 
tion there will be dissension. There is 
likely, however, to be a serious difference of 
opinion as to the extent to which the con- 
vention can go in expressing sympathy for 
the Boers. | 

Evans Loses His Contest. 

After three days of almost continuous ses- 
sion the National committee at last begins to 
see daylight on the list of contests. The only | 
one of the lot which appears to have a bear- 
ing on national politics is that between Con- 
gressman Brownlow and Commissioner. 
Evans over the Tennessee delegation. 
Brownlow was victorious and Evans was 
turned down by a significant vote. : 

This is considered merely the beginning of 
aserious shakeup at Washington.

DOLLIVER BOOM AT CAPITAL. 


Westerners Pass Through Washington 
and Speak in Praise of the 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special.]— 
That the Dolliver boom is growing is evi- 
denced by the expressions of delegates pass- 


tion. While no hint is given by the Presi- 
dent as to whom he favors, it is a significant 
fact that nearly all the delegates who visit 
him express themselves j in favor of the 
brilliant Iwan. 

The first callers today were some Missouri 
delegates. The chairman of the delegation 
said he was in favor of Dolliver, but if the 
New York delegation should agree on a can- 
didate he thought the Missouri men would 
fall iniine. But other members of the dele- 
gation did not agree in this view of the case, 
and all of them spoke in favor of Dolliver, 
though they were not, committed strongly 
to any candidate. 

Among the other callers were a party of 
delegates from Ohio, headed by J. L. Cam- 
eron of Marysville. He said, after coming 
out of the Executive chamber, that the 
President had not tal with him about 
the Vice Presidency, but personally he 
favored Dolliver. Others of the delegation 
expressed themselves favorable to Dolliver. 

General Keifer of Ohio, another caller, ex- 
pressed himself strongly in favor of Colonel 
Jay L. Torrey of Wyonting for Vice Presi- 
dent. i 

The talk of the New York delegates put- 
ting up for Vice President Mr. Odell, chair- 
man of the New York Republican State 
committee did not meet with a favorable 
response. It is the universal opinion in this 
city that a machine candidate of any kind 
would be a most lamentable mistake. Hence 
no one here believes Odell could be nomi- 
nated. 

Cabinet officers and others appeared to be 
of the opinion that Mr. Bliss of New York 
is entirely out of the race, for the reason 
that he cannot be induced to accept. That 
seems to be the prevailing opinion also in 
regard to Senator Allison. Mr. Bliss is a 
delegate to the convention and if any at- 
tempt were made to nominate him he could 
easily stop it. Senator Allison is not a dele- 
gate, though he will be in Philadelphia. | 

There seems no longer any basis for the 
talk about Senators Wolcott and Fairbanks. 
‘Fairbanks is not, according to his statement, 
a candidate, and will not be one. 

Secretary Long is highly spoken of by the 
Western men who are passing. through this 
city, but they do not put him forward as 
their candidate. 1 

The Illinois men will be on the watch here 
on Sunday for the Cook County Republican 
Marching club, which is to leave Chicago on 
a special train for Philagelphia. As is well 
known, Congressman L« er has had much 
to do with the movement for Dolliver.

California Party's Special 


Crashes. Into a Freight 
in the Chicago Lards. 


ESCAPE SERIOUS INJURY. 

Regard Irving M. Scott’s Vice 

Presidential Boom Merely 
as a Compliment. 


PROGRAMS OF LOCAL CLUBS. 


California delegates to the Republican 
National convention at Philadelphia rolled 
out of Chicago in a special train at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon after having experi- 
enced a narrow escape in a collision between 
their train and a heavy freight which blocked 
their way at Thirty-ninth street. 

Five hours late; according to schedule, 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad had taken the delegates’ train from 
the Chicago and Northwestern line. En- 
gineer T. E. Gould was opening the throt- 
tle wider for a burst of speed when at Thir- 
ty-ninth street the special plunged into a 
freight train drawn across the main tracks 
in the effort to reach a siding. : 

Only a moment before the special struck 
the brakes were set, but the momentum. 
Was so great that the passengers were un- 
seated and shaken up. Engincer Gould was 
cut. in the face by glass from the cab win- 
dows. Fireman Gaskins escaped injury. 
Tho pilot of the engine was smashed, one 
cylinder was disabled, and three freight 
cars were telescoped and derailed. Nearly 
sixty persons were in the train, but no one 
was injured.

Collides with the Freight. 

A clear track was supposed to have been 
opened, and turning south through the net- 
work of rails, Gould was giving his engine 
more steam, when suddenly he saw a long 
freight train creeping ac the main tracks. 
Seeing the freight would not be able to clear 
Gould applied the air brakes. The mo- 
mentum of the special was too great, how- 
ever, and with both Gould and Gaskins stick- 
ing to their posts the locomotive pitched into 
the empty freight cars, blocking the track.

Governor John R. Tanner, by consenting 
last night to go to the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, practically admitted his fear that the 
Illinois delegation would elect a national 
committeeman hostile to his interests. His. 
decision to go was reached at a late hour, 
after he had spent the day arguing that his 
going would be a confession of waning in- 
fluence, since he is not a delegate, and the 
only reason for his going would be held to be 
his fear that the candidate he favored would 
be defeated. 

A lively fight is expected to arise in the 
Iligois delegation at Philadelphia over the 
national committeemanship. Governor Tan- 
ner and his friends have discovered that the 
opposition to them is stronger than they sup- 
posed, it was and are now conducting an 
active compaign in the hope of securing 
promises from delegates enough to elect 
their man. 

_ Governor Tanner arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday morning and busied himself all day 
with this matter. The Governor himself, 
John M. Smyth, Graeme Stewart, John Lam- 
bert, Isaac L. Ellwood, Charles Deere, Mar- 
tin B. Madden, and Congressman William 
Lorimer all have been talked of for commit- 
teeman as T. N. Jamieson's successor. 

Developments of the last few days have 
not been favorable to the interests of the 
Governor and his machine. The organiza- 
tion leaders have discovered that they were 
mistaken as to the sentiments of certain 
members of the delegation. The talk all 
‘along has been that if John M. Smyth want- 
ed to be committeeman he could have the 
place without opposition, but Mr. Smyth has 
repeatedly stated that he did not want it.

The latest news that has come out in re- 
gard to the matter is that Governor Tanner 
and his friends were surprised a day or two 
ago to learn that Colonel Ellwood, Colonel 
Lambert, and Charles Deere were not in- 
clined to act with them in the selection ofa 
National committeeman. In fact, it is said 
that when these men get to Philadelphia they 
will take an active part in the fight against 
the Tanner people, and will combine to make 
one of their number the committeeman. It 
is belleved that they have agreed on Deere, 
though it is known that Colonel Lam- 
bert would be pleased to represent Illinois 
in the National committee for the next 

four years. 

It is stated on reliable authority that Gov- 
ernor Tanner would not refuse the place 
should a majority of the delegation agree 
on him, though he has declared to Mr. Lori- 
mer that his ambition does not run in that 
direction. He favors Congressman Cannon 
as his first choice for committeeman, now 
that Smyth is not to be considered, and Lor- 
imer as second choice.

LAKE FREIGHTS ON THE RISE. 


J. P. Rockefeller’s Coup Results in Offer 
$1.20, Which Is Re- 


Cleveland, O., June [Special. I—A fair 
Measure of success seems to have crowned 
the efforts of John D. Rockefeller Jr. to 
corner the lake freight market and force the 
rates on iron ore from Lake Superior to Lake 
Erie ports up to $1.25. It is stated on good. 
authority that Manager McGean of the Bes- 
Semer Steamship company. Rockefeller's 
line, has already been offered a compromise 
rate of $1.20, but refused it. He is said to 
have remarked that his principals had set 
the rate at $1.25 and wanted nothing below 
or above it—just that figure. Today a small 
lumber tow was chartered from the head of 
Lake Superior to ports on Lake Erie east of 
Erie at $1.20, and this charter is to run 
through July only. Shippers are being 
offered no large tonnage, and apart from a 
few lumber carriers they are getting almost 
nothing. It is almost impossible to learn 
of any charters, for both vesselmen and ore 
shippers are convinced they can best wage 
their battle in secret and let the results speak 
for themselves.

“While these exports may be due to the 
present abnormal conditions of the British 
coal market, there is no doubt that in time 
this country will be called upon to supply 
an even larger part of the coal needed by 
foreign industrial countries, which, until re- 
cently, have been drawing upon the British 
output.

The Special Assessment committee of the 


the public hearings’’ as now conducted 
by the Board of Local Improvements in pass- 
ing on the streets which should be paved. 
These “ hearings’ are pronounced a mis- 
erable farce by R. C. Givins, chairman of 
the committee, and unless existing methods, 
are remedied it is asserted that the 
courts will de asked to force a change.

Canvassing the counties of the five States 
in the central West, Tue TRIBUNE asked for 
the County Clerk's estimate on, the popu- 
lation of each county, and for the name and 
Population of each town in the county hav- 
ing 2,000 inhabitants or more. 

These figures are as carefully gathered. 
and compiled as is possible for a newspaper 
to do. Some States, cities, counties, and 
towns have shown decreases in population, 
manufactures, or farm values.

Growth of Western States Relatively Less Than During 
Previous Period, Immigration Decreasing, While 
Fastern States Maintain Natural Inerease— 
Forty- two Cities of Over 100,000,

The center of population of the United 
States has moved westward steadily since 


1700, when the first census was taken. The 
statistics obtained by THe TRIsuNgs indicate 


that this progress has been maintained in 
the last decade, although the advance west-

The census of 1890 placed the center of 
population at a point in southern Indiana, a 
little west of Greensburg, the county seat of 
Decatur County, and twenty miles west of 
Columbus. THE TRIBUNE’s figures show 


live east than west of the States of Michi- 
gan, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
Alabama, which are the middle States of 
the union from a point of view of population. 
The States t of a line drawn through

In- 
dianapolis has gained 69 per cent, while 
Evansville’s increase is only 15 per cent. | 
Fort Wayne has gained 53 per cent, South 
Bend 79 per cent, and Anderson 180 per cent. 
The county figures of Indiana as a basis 
would show that the center of population is 
now not far from-Indianapolis, it having 
moved probably twenty miles north and 
forty west during the decade. 

The Western States have shown a less 
growth relatively during the last decade 
than during the previous one.

Vermont, which was stationary, 


These figures show that the growth in 


westward movement of population, which 
has been renewed only during the last year. 
The growth in population of the United 


States has been due less to immigration than 
generally is supposed. From 1830 to 1890, 


as Mulhall shows, the increase of 49,750,000 


was credited: 40,860,000 to surplus births 
and only 8,890,000 to immigration, the fig- 
ures being not the number of immigrants, 
but the increase of foreign population. It 
appears, therefore, that less than one-fifth 
of the increase of population since 1880 has 
been due directly to immigration, although 
the natural increase or surplus of immi- 
grants who arrived in the interval of sixty 
years was 15,640,000, of whom nearly half 
died or left the country, a 

During the last year immigration has 
increased, but during the decade it has de- 
creased. From 1880 to 1890 the immigration 
was 5,246,000. From 1890 to 1900 it was 
3,700,000. Only one-fifth of the gain of 16,- . 
162,310 in population thus was due to immi- — 
gration, the greater proportion of the in- 
crease being due to the excess of births 
over deaths. The immigration during 18090 
was 19.22 per cent of the annual increase of 
population, while in 1889 it was 42.26 per 
cent. The decrease in immigration has been 
chiefly in that from northern Europe. Of 
the 311,000 immigrants who came in 1890 
Italy contributed 77,419, Austria-Hungary 
62,491, Russia 60,982, the United Kingdom 
45,181, and Germany 17,419. In 1889 Ger- 
many led, furnishing 124,443, the United 
Kingdom was second with 109,508, while 
Russia furnished only 16,603 and Italy only 
13,599. 

In 1800 Virginia was the most populous 
State in the union, and it remained at the 
head until 1820, when New York took the 
lead, which it never has relinquished. 
Pennsylvania was second in 1800, but in 
1810 New York was second, and in 1820 Vir- 
ginia held that place. Since then Pennsyl- 
vania has remained second. New York was 
third in 1800, but Pennsylvania dropped to 
that place in 1810 and 1820. Virginia tell 
to third place in 1830, since which time third 
place was held by Ohio until 1890, when Illi- 
nois took the rank. 


Growth of the Cities. 
One of the most striking facts brought 


out by Tue TRIBUNE'S census is the growth 


of the great cities of the United States. In 
1800 the United States contained but six 
cities having more than 8,000 population. 
Today there are forty-two with aver 100,000, 
counting Greater New York as one city and 
omitting Brooklyn from the list. 

In 1870 there were fourteen cities with 
over 100,000 population. They ranked in 
this order: 

New York, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, St. Louis, 
Chicago, Baltimore, Boston, Cincinnati, New Ore 
leans, San Francisco, Buffalo, Washington, 
Newark, and Louisville. 

In 1880 the number had increased to twenty, 
which ranked: 

New York, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Ch

Francisco, New Orleans, Cleveland, Pittsburg, 
Buffalo, Washington, Newark, Louisville, Jersey 
City, Detroit, Milwaukee, and Providence.

Louis, Boston, Baltimore, San Francisco, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Buffalo, New Orleans, Pittsburg, 
Washington, Detroit, Milwaukee, Newark, Min- 
neapolis, Jersey City, Louisville, Omaha, Roches- 
ter, St. Paul, Kansas City, Providence, Denver, 
Indianapolis, and Allegheny.

LONDON; June 1.—Ask a London business- 
man why he is late at his office every morn; 
ang, and he will reply in a tone far from 
angelic: “Servants.” Inquire of a pro- 
féesional man why it is he eats his dinner at 
‘he club or at a restaurant instead of at 
home, and he will retort: .“ Servants.” In- 


gt upon knowing why your wife's dearest 


friend fails to call, and she will answer in 
@ voice reeking withdisgust: “ Servants.” 
And so it goes. The Londom household is 
topsy-turvy these days,.and but one ex- 
planation is offered—servants. 

The English metropolis is supposed to have 
more servant material, male and female, in 


ite population of 6,000,000 souls than any 


other city in.the world, yet today it isnext to 
impossible to get help of any sort at any 
price in or out of London. The famine has 
developed into a problem quite as serious at 
the war in the Transvaal or the drought in 
India. 


What has brought about this condition of 


affairs? That question is almost as common 
as “ When do vou think the war will be 
over?’ The answers are many. So far as 
the scarcity of male help is concerned, that 
is perhaps easily explained by the war, for 
ghe demands for men at the front have been 
#0 steady and so extensive that few eligible 
en or boys have been left at home. For 
hose who did not care to enlist or who were 


‘wefused by the recruiting officer there are 


or perhaps three jobs open for every 
one. All the trades are suffering from lack 
wf men, and wages in some places have ad- 
wanced 30 per cent within the last eight 
months. Hence, it is not strange that but- 
jers, coachmen, hostlers, gardeners, and. 
Sther male help required about a large es- 
Sablishment are hard to secure. But all this 


concerns the men. 


Made Comfortable by War.
